Need to Strike Balance 

The dairyman needs to strike a 
balance between potential feed 
production and livestock needs. 
The proportion of feed coming from 
pasture and hay should be in- 
creased to save labor, livestock, 
soil, and time. That means (1) 
more use Of supplementary grazing 
crops now and (2) improvement

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grazed to good advantage. When 
one cutting has matured for hay 
and cows are not turned into later 
growth until it is well grown, little 
injury to the stand results. If 
grass comes into alfalfa lowering 
the quality of hay, an excellent 
summer pasture results. Thin 
stands reseeded with brome grass, 
timothy, rye grass, or other adapt- 
ed grasses, will provide early 
grazing for the next year. Sweet 
and red clovers have a distinct 
value in the West as pasture crops 
for light grazing during the first 
year and for a period of heavy 
grazing the second year. 

All dairymen are thoroughly 
sold on the value of legumes as 
desirable feed for their milk pro- 
ducing cows; however, there may 
be some yet to be convinced that 
clovers and other legumes, when 
grown in pastures, greatly improve 
the yield and quality of the 
grasses. It is a fact that grasses 
are greatly benefited when grown 
along with legumes. This legume 
association causes the grasses to 
grow more vigorously, thus pro- 
ducing a better yield of pasture 
or hay, and in addition gives a 
higher protein content in the grass. 
Also the legume is Present in the 
pasture or hay, and this adds 
considerable to the quality and 
feeding value. 


Making Soil Conditions Favorable 

In order to grow clovers and 
other legumes in permanent grass 
pastures, the soil must be put in 
condition favorable to the growth 
of legumes. . If pasture soils are 
very acid it may be necessary to 


} add 2 or 8 tons an acre of finely 
| ground limestone. 


This limestone 
may be put on pastures at various 
times, but probably the best time 
is late summer or early fall, and 
if possible disked into the surface. 
Such an application should be 
sufficient for 10 to 12 years, de- 
pending on the original-acidity of 
the soil. 

If the pasture land is deficient

in available phosphorus, this defi- 
ciency should be made up by add- 
ing 500 pounds an acre of super- 
phosphate or 1,000 pounds an acre 
of rock phosphate. “This plan of 
pasture treatment is quite lasting 
and would not need be repeated 
except at rather long intervals. It 
would also assure a soil condition 
suitable for the growth of legumes 
and would induce a general im- 
provement in pasture. 

Legumes grown in with brome, 
timothy, and redtop in some field 
tests increased the hay yield by 
1,600 pounds an acre and increased 
the protein content of the grasses 
by 24 pounds a ton. In tests with 
timothy, this legume association 
increased the hay yield 1,800 

Ounds an acre and the timothy 

ay contained 44 pounds more 
protein per ton. Brome grass also 
has been found to have a greatly 
increased protein content through 
association with various legumes. 


An Outstanding Example 

A rather outstanding example 
of the beneficial effect of grass- 
legume association was a field test 
where brome grass grown alone was 
found to contain: 162 pounds total 
protein in a ton of hay; in the same 
field when grown in with alfalfa 
the brome grass contained 272 
pounds protein in a ton. This 
illustrates the possibilities of in- 
creasing the quality of grasses 
through the association with le- 
gumes, 

Four different legumes, alsike 
clover, alfalfa, red clover, and 
white clover, were grown in asso- 
ciation with brome and each was 
found to be very effective in in- 
creasing the protein content of the 
grass. ’

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World Farm Organization Has Vision of Future

President Church Sees I.F.A.P. as Factor in World Affairs 


Conviction that the International Federation of Agricultural Pro- 
ducers will prove to be ‘‘a great champion of freer trade between nations” 
was expressed by President George E. Church of the U.F.A. in his address 
to the Annual Convention of the Association. 


Mr. Church made his prediction 
when reporting to the delegates on 
his attendance at the annual conven- 
tion of the Federation in Holland last 
year, when 37 nations were repre- 
sented, and as a result of their delib- 
erations ‘“‘for the first time in the 
world’s history we have an inter- 
national farm organization with a 
8d coreg secretary and an adequate 
budget.” 


‘Factor in Promoting World Peace” 


He was convinced, he said, that the 
international organization ‘‘can do a 
great work in promoting mutual un- 
aerstanding and good will among the 
farm people of the world. By doing 
so it can be a great factor in promoting 
world peace.”” The Canadian delega- 
tion had again played a prominent 
role in the work of the convention, 
and Mr. Church hoped “that Cana- 
dian farm bodies will give full and 
sympathetic support to this new 
international organization.” 

Reviewing the activities in the 
organization, Mr. Church said he 
had been more impressed with each 
succeeding year with the lovalty 
of the farm people to their move- 
ment ‘‘and to this Association’’. Loy- 
alty to the tarm movement was shown 
in a striking way in the increasing 
support given to the farm co-opera- 
tives. 

While some had felt that the growth

had “limited the influence of our 
social and educational organizations,” 
said Mr. Church, “I do not think so. 
Our farmers generally realize that. the 
present level of prices cannot continue 
very long, and there is\real appre- 
hension tor the future of agriculture. 
They realize too, that man does not 
live by bread alone, and they are 
looking fur leadership in the field of 
social and economic reform. There is 
& swing back to the sound and con- 
structive leadership which this Asso- 
ciation has given over the years.”’ 


Roots Must Be in Home District 


The President was convinced “any 
farm body such as this must have its 
roots in the home district to be suc- 
cessful, and it must constantly try 
to spread those roots more widely and 
firmly. We must have an organiza- 
tion composed of men and women 
who will not let things drag and die, 
or wait until in a fit of anger they 
take hasty action to remedy a wrong, 
reali or imaginary. We want a mem- 
bership which constantly puts thought 
and vag in keeping the tarm organi- 
zation alive. There is need for a 
social and educational farm organi- 
zation, drawing its strength from 
vigorous and active community locals. 
The problem is how best to build that 
kind of organization.” 

Mr. Church went on to survey 
the negotiations which have been held 
In reference to amalgamation, weigh- 
Ing carefully all the considerations 
involved, and referring to the pro- 
posals which were to be brought before 
the delegates. 

The President dealt at length with 
the state of agriculture and with the 
manner in which its position had been 
affected by governmental policies ex- 
pressing the view that during the war 
a balanced agriculture had been main- 
tained, “and on the whole we believe 
that wartime controls worked equit- 
ably and well. If the prices of some 
tarm products were somewhat below 
the world level, the fact was accepted 
by Western farmers as long as controls 
were also maintained on the prices of 
goons entering into the cost of pro- 

uction. ¢ 


Wheat Agreement 


Dealing with the wheat agreement, 
Mr. Church expressed the view that 
the cost of the government policy 

should fall upon the treasury of 
Canada and not upon the farmers of 
Western Canada” and endorsed a 
suggestion that, when the final returns 
to tarmers under the agreement had 
been more correctly estimated, “a 
sum should be paia from the treasury 
into the five-year pool to reasonably 
compensate farmers for any difference 
between what they have received and 
the so-called world price.” 

With government policies ss’ they 
have affected the livestock industry 
during recent months, the President 
dealt very fully and effectively— 
Seneibing the course of action taken 
“by the Alberta Federation of Agri- 
culture and the Canadian Federation, 
and stating, in respect to losses sus- 
tained by coarse grain producers who 
had sold before the increase in prices, 
“the responsibiity rests squarely upon 
the government to make up substan- 
tiaily the loss which the producers 
sustained.” 


Action re Coarse Grains Greatly 
Resented 

As to the mannerin which and time 
when ceilings were withdrawn, Mr. 
Church said he did not know ot 
anything in recent years which aroused 
more resentment. Two groups of 
pessoas had reason to complain, the 
ivestock producers because the price

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In their recognition of the need to establish a 
unified farm movement in Alberta with all possible 
speed (against the difficult days that lie ahead for 
Agriculture) there was, as far as we could judge, 
virtual unanimity among the delegates to the 
U.F.A. Convention. Members of the Convention 
differed as to methods, but not we believe, in their 
ultimate aims. 

The vote was decisive. By a very large majority 
indeed, the delegates called for amalgamation of 
the United Farmers of Alberta and the Alberta 
Farmers’ Union, and indicated the course which 
they wish their officers to follow in seeking to bring 
this about. 

At the same time, the delegates made it quite 
clear that they are determined to maintain unim- 
paired the strength of their association with the 
Alberta Federation of Agriculture, through which 
they are affiliated with the national organization, 
the Canadian Federation of Agriculture, through 
which in turn, and through which alone, they may 
have a share in shaping the policies of the new 
world organization—the International Federation 


of Agricultural Producers. 
* * * 


NEW CO-OPERATIVE SET-UP 

The Central Board of the U.F.A. cleared the 
field, so to speak, for action to be taken towards 
unification of the movement, when it placed before 
the Convention as one of the first items of business, 
the resolution which gave authority for the setting 
up of the U.F.A. Central Co-operative Association 
On an independent and self-supporting basis. In 
the Board’s own words, “one difficulty” standing 
in the way of unity, was thus removed. 

It is obvious that the reorganization which has 
now been authorized, and which the Board will be 
responsible for carrying Out, will strengthen the 
movement in many ways. Most directly and 
immediately, it will strengthen this four million 
dollar Co-operative business itself, will give it ‘“‘the 
utmost stability "and permanence’”’. 

From this time forward (at least from the time 
of completion of reorganization) the affairs of the 
Co-operative will be dealt with not by the general 
farm Organization, but. by a convention of delegates 


_representing the members who participate in the 


co-operative activities. The sole business of the 
Co-operative Convention willbe to deal with its 


business affairs. 


As the General Manager, Mr. Priestley, pointed” 


out last week, it has always been difficult in a 


gathering which has so many tasks to perform, and | 


which is concerned with such a wide range of inter- 
est, as is the U.F.A. Convention, to obtain that 
complete concentration of delegates’ interest and 
attention which is desirable when the report of an 
already large business enterprise is submitted for 


examination and action.

Previously in her annual address, Mrs. Lowe 
had dealt with the decision of the last annual 
meeting of the Canadian Federation of Agriculture 
(at which women were present from seven of the 
Provinces) to set up a committee with representative 
women on it, to deal with such matters as health, 
education, social welfare and rural housing. Each 
Provincial Federation of Agriculture will name its 
representatives on the committee, which is to be 
formed at the forthcoming annual meeting of the 
C.F.A. at Brockville next week. 

We think it will be agreed that the very fine farm 
women’s organization which has been built up in 
this Province must be enabled to play as significant 
a role in the movement in future as it has done in 


the past.

PRICES BOARD QUESTIONS 


Board Personnel Being Expanded 
—Orderly Decontrol’’ Policy 
Is Being Reversed

(Special to The Western Farm Leader) 


OTTAWA, Jan. 21st.—This is the 
time of year, it is urged by Agricul- 
tural Department authorities _ here, 
if we are going to help ir. the big job 
ahead, to make a thorough prepara- 
tion for the opening of the coming 
season. «This is the time to clean the 
seed, to treat it for seed-borne diseases; 
and to see if farming equipmert is 
ready to go into action. it is pointed 
out that tractor and seed arill, ete., 
may be in some need of repair, there 
is the spraying equipment tor orchard 
and garden to be looked over, and 
orders to be placed for insecticide 
which is in pretty short supply. 

Seed has not only to be cleaned but 
tested for germination. Good crops 
do. not come from bad seed, it is 
emphasized. The horses’ feet have 
to be fixed and the diet fortified for 
the’ heavy work ahead. Emphasis is 
placed on all these things, which are 
a commonplace to the farmer, because 
so much depends on the coming sea- 
son’s crops in Caffada. The world’s 

roduction of cereals and other foods 
is still lagging behind its requirements, 
and Canada is one of the surplus 
production countries to which the 
eyes of the world are turned. An ur- 
gent task facing the Canadian farmer 
is filling the contracts with Britai n. 

Ceilings on Meats Soon

contracts, which were themselves ad- 
vanced to meet the increased prices 
of feeds and farmers’ custs. Of course 
no price increase or imposition of 
ceiling can add to the actual supplies 
of reed grain which will be low urtil 
the next crops are harvestea, as the 
shortage is general. Some further 
liquidation of livestock is therefore 
felt to be inevitable. 

The Prices Boara has set the maxi- 
mum retail price for creamery butter 
at 71 cents a pound in alberta and 
Manitoba, 70 cents in Saskatchewan, 
72 cents ip British Columbia, 74 cents 
in the Maritimes and 73 cents in 
Ontario and Quebec. There will be 
a substantial roll back in the prices 
of the chemical ingredients of fertili- 
zers, under the order, and this will be 
reflected in, the price ot the fertilizers 
themselves.~ The prices of these had 
advanced considerably in Eastern Can- 
ada. There has been a varied recep- 
tion of the new ‘control order in 
Eastern Canada, and yet the salient 
point on which there is not much 
difference of opinion is that it is a 
determined step to put a brake on 
runaway inflation, and to prevent 
“unjust and unreasonable’ lifts in 
prices by the middleman. 


Build Prices Board Staff Again 


**Mark up” controls are prominently 
featured in the new order, the mark up 
applying to imported fruits and vege- 
tables. What further commodities are 
to be brought under control, if any, 
wiil undoubtedly depend on the effec- 
tiveness of the warning-—that~ the 
Prices Board is considering launching 
prosecutions fur profiteering. Under 
the regulations, the board has wide 
powers of investigation, and it is 
stipulated that convictions bring pen- 
alties up to a maximum of $5,000 fine 
or two years’ imprisonment or both. 
The Government is also guing to ask 
Parliament to continue control powers 


for a further year after March 3lst. 


It is stated that ahout 300 persons 
will be added to the present Prices 
Board personnel and offices’ which 
were in line to be closed up in a short 
time will remain in operation. It 
marks.a definite halt in the process of 
orderly decontrol. The Canadian 
people may, of course, look to very 
lively discussions on the control order 
when the session ot parliament is 
resumed on the 26th. The lines of 
attack from the Progressive Conserva- 
tives, C.C.I’., and Social Credit, have 
been already fairly clearly defined. 


Income Tax Guide 


The “Prairie Farmers’ Ineome Tux 
Guide and Account Book’ whie 
appeared some days ago, does not 
lend itself to further attempts at 
clarification at this end. It was com- 
pilea with great care by the officials 
of the Department of National Rev- 
enue. An effort was made to include 
every question, and the answer to all 
these questions which might suggest 
themselves to*farmers. Another book 
will be given to farmers in other parts 
of Canada where tarming is for the 
most part more diversified. 

ln the press conterence when the 
book for prairie tarmers was an- 
nounced, the Minister of National 
Revenue, Hon. J. J. McCann, said 
of the possibilities of the book, that 
“it will save the farmer time, temper 
and worry, which: means that it will 
save him money. Jt will help him 
to discover exactly where ‘he stands 
and the progress his farm is making. 
By simplitving his account system, 
it will help him materially in the 
preparation of his income tax return.” 

The Minister pointed out that the 
book was so clear and comprehensive 
that the farmer could complete his 
return himeelf without any outside 
help. The bookkeeping records cor- 
respond to the income tax form. On 
page 13 is an explanation of how to 
calculate depreciation and on page 9 
the explanation of averaging crops 
over a three-year period.

Electrification of 
Rural Areas Sought 


Comprehensive Government Plan 
Required, Affirms President 
Church 


‘We are entitled to ask that, 
as a contributing factor to more 
efficient production, as well as 
to the improvement of rural life, 
a comprehensive plan of rural 
electrification in this Province 
should be evolved by the Gov- 


ernment.” 

So declared George E. ‘Church, 
President of the United Farmers of 
Alberta, in the course of his annual 
address to the Convention of the 
Association in Edmonton last week. 
The demand came at the close of a 
section of his address in which he 
had remarked that “in any survey of 
agricultural conditions in the’ Prov- 
ince, it is pleasing to note the way in 
which higher prices for farm products 
have been reflected in better housing 
conditions, improved machinery and 
equipment, and better social con- 
ditions. 

“We are glad to note,’ said the 
President, ‘that many rural communi- 
ties are again building community 
halls. These have done much to 
improve social and cultural conditions 
in rural districts. A number of the 
better settled areas in the Province 
have been served with electric power. 
“No Single Factor Would Oo as 

Much’”’ 

“For years this Association has 
taken the position that no_ single 
factor would do as much to improve 
farm life in all its aspects,as the 
introduction of a Provincial system 
of rural electrification. This Asso- 
ciation believes a workable plan can 
be evolved to bring this utility to 
farm homes of the Province, not- 
withstanding the handicap of scant 
settlement, which so far has always. 
been advanced as the insuperable 
obstacle to such a plan. Farmers 
of this Province are uttlizing the 
land as wisely and as well as can 

be done, having regard to market 
and world conditions.” 


S.A.D.P. SECTION (Cont. from page 6) 
go into the making of butter comes 
from some 370,000 farms according 
to Government statistics, ana about 
85 per cent of the manufactured price 
is returned to the dairy farmers. 

In the plants which make butter, 
many thousand workers who receive 
a payroll of several million dollars 
annually, are employed. Other thous- 
ands are employed in transportation, 
in aliied industries making supplies 
such as dairy equipment and machin- 
ery, boxes and cream cans, and in 
the aistribution end. 

Canadians were not always such 
large consumers of butter, por was the 
-industry always such a big factor in 
the internal economy of this country. 
Back in 1900, only 36,000,000 pounds 
of creamery butter were proauced, 
anc it had-a value of littie more than 
seven million dollars. In our peak 
year of production Caraaians con- 
sumed 305,000,000 pounds of creamery 
butterin aduition tv 78,000,000 pounds 
of farm made butter. There in a 
few figures is told one phase of the 
story os: the ever-rising standard of 
living in Canada. 


Soil Conservation Urgent

Principles to Govern Establish- 
ment Co-op. as Self Governing 

: Body 

Principles to be observed in con- 
stituting the .U.F.A. Central Co- 
operative Association on a new basis, 
in accordance with the decision of the 
U.F.A. Annual Convention announced 
on page 1, were outlined at some 
length in the resolution on this matter 
which the Convention adopted. 

Reasons Set Forth

**5. All members of the Association 
as at December 31st, 1947, to be 
members ot the Co-operative, thus 
ensuring that those persons whose 
membership has assisted in building 
the Co-operative shall have the right 
to continue to participate in its 
benefits unless such member wishes to 
withdraw.

In 1947 a change was made in the 
financial year, which now ends on 
July 31st, but for purposes of com- 
parison, figures were given in the 
major divisions covering twelve months’ 
periods in each case. 


Increased Sales in Petroleum Division 


During the calendar year ot 
total, salés of light oils (gasolines, 
distillates and tuel oils) was 10,376,856 
gallons, an increase over the preceding 
year of 1,504,882 gallons, ur 16 96 per 
cent, as compared with an increase 
in the total taxable fuel market of 
15.83 per cent. There was a satis- 
factory increase in motor oils, greases, 
etc., and total sales ot petroleum pro- 
ducts for the calendar year 1947 were 
$2,210,270.32, an increase ot $426,- 
119.97 as compared with 1946. Gross 
earnings for the nine months financial 
year which ended July 31st last were 
$229,701.57, agents commissions $1 27,- 
309.36, net commission’ earnings 
$102,392.21. This was an increase

Income Tax and Farm Account 
Booklet.—Now is the time to sum up 
your year’s business and make out 
gn ncome Tax report for 1947. 
t is not an easy task but nevertheless, 
is one that each one of us must do. 
It doesn’t matter if you made 
$10,000.00 or lost that amount, this 
report should be filed with yqur nearest 
income Tax office. You cannot re- 
ceive the benefit of averaging your 
income over a three-year period, nor 
can you offset any losses experienced 
against former or future gains unless. 
your statement has been properly filed 
The Dominion Income Tax depart- 
ment has prepared a special booklet 
(referred to in Ottawa Letter— Fditor) 
giving full and detailed instructions, 
along with a regular farm account 
book which can be used for the new 
year. It is our belief that if you will 
study this booklet carefully you will 
not experience any great cifficulty in 
making out your returns. This book- 
let can be secured from your local 
post office or cistrict Income Tax 


. office. 


The Federation of Agriculture has 
been able to impress upon the De- 
partment the need for various changes 
that have improved the farmers’ posi- 
tion in relation to this tax, but for 
your own benefit and protection, you 
Should keep as accurate & Frecord as 
possible along with all major receipts.

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“Plan With National 
Financing What Farmers Want ...... 


States Farm Women’s President 


Nothing short of a national health scheme, with national 
financing, 1s necessary if there is to be a complete health service 
for everyone in Canada such as the farmers want, declared Mrs. 
M. E. Lowe, President of the United Farm Women of. Alberta, 
in her annual address to the U.F.A. Convention in Edmonton 


last week. 

Record of U.F.W.A. in Heaith Field 

‘In the early days of the U.F.W.A.,” 
stated Mrs. Lowe, “attention was 
given to the problem of health services, 
or rather lack of health services in 
rural areas. As a result of persistent 
efforts over the years, and often by 
co-operating with other groups, many 
of our present services were estab- 
lished. Municipal Hospitals, Public 
Health Nurses, Travelling Clinics, 
Sterilization of the Mentally Unfit, 
Pre-marital Blood Tests and so on 
are some of them. These have been 
necessary and worthwhile services, but 
from the standpoint of care of those 
country people who need eg 


hospitalization and nursing, we still 


have a desperate need.” 
Vision of Farm People 
“The vision in the heart of farm 
organization members is the serving 
of ali the health needs ff everyone, 
by a form of State Medicine or 
Health Insurance. Various pro- 
posals are being made for medical 
schemes, and some have got under 
way in other Provinces, but any 
plan which does not make provision 
for everyone, regardless of his econ- 
omic status, is of little value to the 
reat majority of rural _ people. 
hat we want and should lend our 
energies toward achieving, is a plan 
at Dominion level, not Provincialy 
or locally around some thickly 
opulated industrial centres. 
‘Summing up reports from Health 
Committees of the Provincial Federa- 
tions of Agriculture, the Health Study 
Bureau finds: ‘That Canada faces a 
national emergency in regard to hos- 
ital beds, that doctors cannot be 
nduced to settle in rural areas unless 


the rural hospital situation is improved 


and proper diagnostic facilities pro- 
vided, which they have been trained 
to use, that the present shortage of 
doctors and other health personnel 
is due to actual shortage undergoing 
training, that the country doctor is 
vanishing, with the higher percentage 
of older doctors in rural areas, and no 
inducement for the younger doctors 
to practise there, that immediate 


government action is imperative, if . 
to 


rural needs are to be met ip regar 
health personnel.’ 


Taxable Capacity Varies 
“In my address a year ago I 
pointed out that the taxable capacity 
varies widely as between Provinces, 
and that a national scheme with 
national financing is necessary if 
there is to be complete health service 
for everyone. It is the responsi- 
bility of the people to get action on 
Canada's health problem." 
Referring to the decision of the 
Canadian Federation of Agriculture 
at its last annual meeting, to set up 
a Federation committee of women, 
to be appointed each year by the 
Provincial Federations, Mrs. Lowe 
stated that this committeé would be 
named at the forthcoming ©.F.A annual 
meeting and “will make an admirable 
medium for rousing public opinion in 
regard to a Health Insurance scheme.” 
The decisiop to create this committee 
was made by aduption of a resolution 
which set forth that ‘there is a grow- 
ing desire among rural women to 
further co-ordinate their studics, par- 
ticularly. in health, education, social 


welfare, rural housing, etc., through 
the Canadian Federation of Agri- 
culture.” 
Join Consumers’ Organization 

Pointing out that the U.F.W.A. is 
represented in the Canadian Associa- 
tion of Consumers, set up last Novem- 
ber, and made up of women trom all 
walks of life, Mrs. Lowe said it had 
been felt that ‘“‘as consumers as well 
as producers, we haa a place in such 
an organization.”” The purpose of the 
Association is “‘to bring the views of 
consumers to the attention of gov- 
ernment, trade and industry, and to 
provide a channel for giving informa- 
tion back to the consumer.”

A 
fifteen thousand dollar contest launch- 
ed by the Federal Government’s crown 
company, the Central Mortgage and 
Housing Corporation, failed to bring 
forth any new techniques or use ol 
new materials.

The total supply of Cangdian wheat 
available ror export or carryover dur- 
ing the 1947-48 crop year is 275.3 
million bushels as compared with 
326.3 millions in the previous year. 
Total exports during the first four 
months of the present crop year were 
66 million bushels compared with 
75.5 millions a year ago. It is esti- 
mated that total exports of Canadian 
wheat this year will be about 200 
million bushels compared with 239,- 
807,000 in the 1946-47 crop year. 

Total commercial visible supplies of 
wheat in Canada eat the end of 1947

A plea for one, and only one, 
organization of the farmers a each 
Province, torming part of a national 
organization to speak for agriculture 
with one voice, was advanced in 
the annual address of Orrin Hart, 
6-9 or the Junior Branch of the 

-F.A, He spoke of differences of 
Opinion among farm people from 
district to district, adding, however, 
that it was remarkanle how often 
final policies were in agreement, ‘‘no 
matter to what organization they 
belong.”’ Differences of opinion, too, 
“are not nearly so thwarting to pro- 
gress as is the fact that many of our 
rural citizens for various reasons 
belong to no organization at all.” 

Speaking of price contril, Mr. Hart 
thought that farmers would be ‘quite 
willing to, co-operate in a plan that 
would control his products if his 
fellowmen in other industries were 
similarly controlled. . .. The farmer 
does not appreciate one little bit 
seeing the products for which he 
labors turned loose on a gambler’s 
table, which causes them to fluctuate 
daily.” 

‘‘Units of Satisfaction”’ 

Of the long term wheat agreement, 
while it might be rather discouraging 
to be selling products for less money 
than other farmers were getting, there 
was satisfaction to be gained from the 
assurance of a ref&sonable price for a 
few years ahead. Mr. Hart also felt 
that there were many aspects of the 
livestock markets situation to consider. 
“If we are to be as broadminded as 
we should in a democratic world,” he 
said, ‘we should accept part of our 
remuneration in units of satisfaction 
at having helped some of our tellow- 
men in their hour of need.”’ 

With a comparatively high standard 
of living, people in Canada should not 
only be thankful for their privileges 
but should take advantage of the 
situation. “if financial circumstances 
justifv the modernization of any branch 
or branches of the farm home or 
equipment, now is the time to instal 
such improvements.” Farm people 
were justly entitled to more sat more 
of such conveniences.
